Week as Seasonal Decline Starts; 


GM’s April Sales Hit 103,534, Dealer Stocks Cut; Ford Wins Another 
Point in NLRB Case; UAW Clamps Drastic Ban on Wildcat Strikes 


Starting its normal down trend at this | 
time of the year, car and truck pro- 
duction will drop to 52,111 units the 
current week, ending May 14. This 
figure compares with 57,469 units turned 
out in the previous week and 140,163 vehicles assembled 
during the corresponding period of 1937, according to 
ADN estimates. Unless retail sales dictate otherwise, 
future weeks are expected to show a gradual output 
decline until new models are announced. 

With Chevrolet and Pontiac showing a sizable de- 
crease from a week ago, General Motors’ divisions expect 
to assemble about 19,300 units the current week, which 
compares with a revised total of 22,183 last week and 
54.786 vehicles a year ago. The Chevrolet total will de- 
cline from 15,000 last week to 12,500 units currently, while 
Pontiac plans on about 1,100 jobs this week as against 
1,641 the previous week. Buick has 3,400 units carded, 
Oldsmobile about 1,800 and Cadillac-LaSalle around 500. 

Operations have also been slackened at Ford, where 
approximately 12,000 jobs are expected this week. Com-

bined with Lincoln's 375 cars (also a decline), the Ford 
group will turn out about 12,373 units currently, com- 
pared with 14,435 last week and 35,400 a year ago. 

Chrysler divisions remain practically unchanged this 
week, 12,200 cars and trucks being scheduled as against 
a like number last week and 24,800 a year ago. Plym- 
outh’s projected 6,500 cars and trucks tops the group, 
followed by Dodge’s 2,500, Chrysler’s 1,700 and De Soto’s 
1,500. 

Although noting its first decline 
Packard will continue to lead the independent group with 
900 cars this week. Nash has 650 jobs carded, Stude- 
baker 586 and Willys about 300. The miscellaneous group 
should account for roughly 5,000 units this week, accord- 
ing to ADN figures. cs

Total factory shipments to U. S. and Canadian dealers, 
plus overseas shipments, hit 109,659 units in April, as 
against 109,555 in March and 238,377 in April, 1937. 

The April sales brought the first four months’ retail 
sales in the U. S. to 329,456 units, compared with 538,839 
in the same period of last year. Total sales to dealers 
in the U. S. during the four months reached 275,376 as 
against 536,713 last year, while world shipments totaled 
407,930, compared with 677,577 last year.

Blocking efforts of the National 
Labor Relations Board to withdraw 
from court the record of its case 
against the company, Ford Motor 
Co., Monday, scored its second vic- 
tory in a week over the NLRB. Altering its previous 
ruling-—allowing the labor board to withdraw the docu- 
ments, the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Covington, 
Ky., Monday, decided that the papers be made a part of 
the Ford suit to set aside the contested NLRB order 
(which directed the company to reinstate 29 workers who 
allegedly were fired because of union activity). 

Following a U. S. Supreme Court ruling against simi- 
lar procedure used in a parallel case, the NLRB petitioned 
last week for withdrawal of both its enforcement order 
and records of the case, hoping to reopen the case under 
an entirely new procedure in order to avoid a probable 
adverse decision by the supreme court. 

Frederick C. Wood, attorney for Ford, said he was 
highly satisfied by the appeals court decision, which 
means that the Ford suit, seeking to have the NLRB's 
order completely set aside, will now be heard in the 
Covington court with the present records. Thus the 
company will be able to obtain a review of the constitu- 
tionality of the board’s procedure, which Ford contends 
was unfair, in that the company was not given a chance 
to contest findings of the NLRB.

On the basis of nine states so far re- 
ported, it appears April passenger car 
registrations will exceed 200,000 units. 
What the final total will be is difficult , 
to estimate at this time, since the states’ 
30 far heard from comprise only a small portion of the 
entire nation and may not be representative of the 
national trend. Therefore, ADN’s future estimates on 
April registrations may have to be revised in either 
direction. 

It is to be noted that ADN’s estimate of 228.000 sales 
for April, made in the May 7 issue, is based on actual 
company sales reports and not on actual registrations, 
which usually lag behind actual dealer sales and often 
are carried over into the following month. It is not to 
be expected, therefore, that actual April new car regis- 
trations in the 48 states will hit this mark, since many of 
the actual dealer sales may not be recorded in April, due 
to the last minute rush in state departments. 

The nine states report a total of 26,092 registrations, 
compared with 49,868 units in the same period a year ago. 
Registrations in April, 1937, were 384,951 units, while 
March of this year recorded an estimated 181,000.

With nine states reported to date, April 
truck registrations are estimated at 
approximately 37,000 units, the same 
figure as March of this year and com- 
paring with 67,832 units sold in April, 
1937. As in the case of passenger cars, the truck esti- 
mate also may have to be revised in the future, since 
the nine states may not be representative. 

A total of 4,901 units are reported by the nine states to 
date, compared with 9,086 units by the same states a year 
ago.
